Anſiv. The Surrender of the late Charter was Subſcribed by-35 of the ancient Ffhws, of which Number were the now Preſident and 10 of the Petitioners 

againſt this Bill; and by way of Ballot 23 of 27 of the Fellows then preſent gaveÞeir Vote for the ſaid Surrender; nor do we know of any who promoted this 
NET Surrender, beſides Sir Tho. Witherly, the then Preſident. And fo far were thoſe Pefons who promote this Bill, from being chief Actors ini Surrendring the 
| Charter, that great Endeavours were made to leave their Names out of the Charter of King Fames Jas Perſons difaffefted to the then Government; one of them having voted 

for Common-Council Men, who appeared againſt the Surrender of the City Charter. L 


Obj. And procured a New Charter from King James. : 

Anſw. The College in Publick Meeting appointed 18 of the ancient Fellows,(of which number wer the preſent Preſident and 4 more of the Petitioners againſt the Bill) to a@ in 
relation to the new Charter, who met and reſolved what uſeful Privileges they ſhould deſire to be gferted therein : as ſecuring the Treaſury and College Seal, ſettling Com- 
mittees, Licenſing Books relating to Phyſick and Surgery, &c. | | 

Obj. The late Charter makes the Fellows to be only at the King's Pleaſure. 
Anſw. This Clauſe was not deſired, but forced upon us. 
Obj. Forty new Fellows were impoſed on the College by the new Charter , ſome of which were Paplits and Foreigners. 

Anſw. Moſt of theſe new Fellows were Members of the College before, and examined, the reſt Menof good Practice and approved Learning; reſiding in the Town, having taken 
their Degree of Doctors in our own or other Univerſities, and ſuch as by our Acts of Parliament wthad Power to admit , amongſt whom there were only two Papiſts (that we 
know of } and the Queen Dowagers Phy fician,who are left out in this Bill, as they well know. 3p tho' they would pretend that theſe new Fellows were impoſed upon them ; 

vet 'tis fo far from truth, that they do well know that their Names were given to the late Lord Cancellor by Sir 7ho. Witherley then Preſident , as Perſons fitly qualified for their 


Learning and Experience to be Fellows of the College, and when 30 of theſe Fellows were ntriontag the College, there were not fewer than 24 of the ancient Fellows preſent 


conſenting to their admiſſion, of waich Number were the preſent Preſident and five of the Petition againſt the College- Bill, who gave 105. a Man towards making a Feaſt to 
expreſs their Joy for the advantage the College received by the encreaſe of their Number, &c. The College having hereby received about 1500/7. towards the Payment of a great 
Debt (contracted in great meaſure by the ill management of late Preſidents and Ele&ts) and enably themſelves to Pay the remainder in half the time they otherwiſe could. 

Obj. The New Charter coſt the College to Burton and Grayham above 200 1. | 

Anſiv. This Money was all diſpoſed of and paid to Burton by the then Preſident Sir 7ho. Withery , and Dr. Rogers now Preſident , and then Treaſurer of the College, who 
thereupon ought to anſwer for it, and there being about 3o /. more demanded by Burton of Sir Thhmas Millington the preſent Treaſurer, ho thouglt it ſo Extravagant , that he 
abſolutely refuſed to Pay ir. 

- Obj. Some of the old Fellaws were excluded by this Charter. 

Anfw. The Chancellor leſt out 4 by his Abſolute Power, and we by our Application got them reſored, having in the mean time conſulted with them, and treated them as Fellows 
upon all occaſions; and as a farther teſtimony of our reſpect to them, refuſed to put out a Catalogue during their Suſpenſion , leſt we ſhould thereby have owned the 1llegal and 
Arbitrary Proceedings of the Chancellor againſt them. 

Obj. Arbizrary By-Laws were made upon the Admiſſion of theſe new Fellows. 

Anſir. All our By-Laws were made upon great Deliberation for the good of the Publick and thCollege, purſuant to our Acts of Parliament; in the framing of which, ſome of 
theſe Petitioners were concerned, and at the confirming of them in two ſeveral publick Meetings|'as our Statutes require) moſt of the Petitioners againſt this Bill were preſent. 
And asto thoſe made after the admiſſion of the new Fellows, they were ſuch as added greater Pe1alties to enforce the due obſervation of the Moral Statutes of the College, obliged 
Treaſurers to give Bond tor the College Security, directed Aucitors to be joyned with the Ele in paſſing the College Accounts, ſecured the College Seal from being applicd to 
Writings, &c. without the conſent of the Society, and advanced the Honor and Intereſt of our own Univerſities : nor do they any way relate to this Bill. 

Obj. Oze of the Arbitrary By-Laws was, That no Member of the College ſhould write Latin Dirgtions ; for the breach of which, Members were fined at will and pleaſure. 
Afiv. This By-Law inſtanced was ballotted in two ſeveral Meetings, in the firſt it paſs'd iy contradicente ; in the ſecond at a Months diſtance it was carried by 31, of 37. 


Which By-Law was, and {till is thought neceſſary to prevent the miſtakes too often committed by] Apothecaries and their Servants, in tranſlating Phyſictans Latin Directions, which 
have proved fatal to ſome of the King's SubjeAs.
